Every  circumftanee  which  isclo 
thed  w ith  the  veil  of  mvftery,  na- 
turally excites  a greater  degree  of 
curionty,  than  incidents  of  more 
magnitude,  when  open  to  the  pub- 
lic eye.  It  therefore  not  unfre- 
quently  happens,  that  events  of  the 
r . former  description  are  feminized 
Snore  deeply,  and  in  general,  termi- 
nate with  more  publicity  to  all  con* 
cerned,  than  if  the  malk  of  fecrecy 
had  never  been  ufed.

would  for  us,  have  ever  remained 
buried  in  oblivion,  were  we  conviu 
ced  that  all  the  agents  of  it  had  en 
tircly  abandoned  their  idea  of  ef- 
fecting a divilion  of  the  United 
States,  to  the  intereft  of  fome  for 
eign  power.  But  believing  from 
Various  circumftances,  that  although 
the  firft  plan  has  been  long  lince  dil 
miffed,  another  fcheme  is  in  agita 
tion  ; we  deem  it  our  duty  to  lay- 
before  the  public  fuch  general  faCts 
Vs  have  come  within  our  knowledge 
and  which  we  are  aurhorifed  to  fay 
may  be  Tubftantiated  in  a court  of 
jullice.

When  we  fay,  the 
originated  from  the  fame  fourc 
we  do  not  mean  however,  to  inlinu 
ate,  that  the  members  of  the  firft 
affociation  had  a part  in  the  two 
latter.  On  the  contrary,  we  be- 
lieve, that  very  few  of  them,  if  any, 
had  a knowledge  either  ot  Blount’s 
Confpiracy,  or  of  Ganeral  Miranda  ; 
bul  that  the  projectors  of  the  firft 
fche  me,  led  others  connected  with 
tuern,  to  the  adoption  of  the  two 
laft. 

The  idea  of  a fet  of  men  con 
fpiring  together,  with  the  intention 
of  transferring  a portion  of  that 
Country  of  which  they  are  citizens, 
foreign  power,  always  carries 
Kjt\it  Inch  an  appearance  of  the 
grofleft  treafon,  that  it  is  with  ex 
treme  difficulty,  any  palliation  for 
the  offence  can  be  luffured.  Yet,  if 
ever  the  attempt  was  pardonable,  it 
was  pardonable  with  feveral  of  the 
members  of  tbe  Kentucky  Alfocia 
tion.

Under  thefe  circumllances^tHfe 
cool  and  ditpaffionate  reafoner  will 
not  fee  it  aftouiihing,  if  even  virtue 
and  integrity  themfelves,  yielded  to 
the  plaulible  propol.il  of  an  intrigu- 
ing and  ambitious  adventurer. 

This  man  was  General  Wilkin- 
fon,  the  prefent  Governor  of  Upper 
..ouiliana.  Deftitute  of  the  means 
ol  fupporting  a vain  and  oftentati- 
ous  parade  in  life,  among  wealthy 
fettlers;  M ilxinl’on  at  an 

early  perickl,%dlght  the  woods  of 
Kentucky,  in  hopes  probably  of  ha- 
ving one  day  the  controul  of  the 
State.  He  fettled  i.i  the  county  of 
Woodford.  The  property  he  brough 
with  him,  did  not  exceed  a fewhun- 
dred  pounds,  and  three  or  four  Haves, 
fliis,  however,  might  have  been 
lufficient  foraperfin  of  a different 
character  from  VVilkinlon,  to  have 
procured  all  the  necelfaries  of  life 
which  the  country  at  that  petrift* 
could  afford.  But  the  natural  teW' 
«r  attendant  on  vanity  and  ambiti- 
on, loon  prompted  him  to  feareh  for 
another  field,  where  wealth  was  to 
be  more  abundant,  and  pomp  and 
luxury  were  not  t > be  fettered  bv 
the  rules  of  a republickn  people 
With  this  defign,  he  made  an  excur 
lion  down  the  Mifliflippi,  m the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  1785  ; his  flay 
was  Ihort.  He  took  another  trip  in 
1786,  but  previously  had  the  policy 
to  caufe  an  impreflion  to  be  mane  at 
Natchez  and  New-Orleans,  by  pro- 
per emiffarits,  difpatched  for  the 
purpofe,  that  he  was  a perfon  of 
the  firft  influence  and  co"fequence 
in  Kentucky  and  the  Weltern  coun- 
try ; and  could  command  at  plea 
iure,  an  army  of  ten  or  ft  teeu  thou- 
farid  citizens.  Giozo  at  this  period, 
wastheSpani  h RefidentatN'atchez, 
a man  every  way  calculated  both  to 
be  impofed  upon,  and  to  impofe  up- 
on others.  1 he  manners  and  de- 
portment of  Giozo  and  Wilkinfon 
were  nearly  alike  ; both  fond  of 
(how,  mutually  fir, cere,  and  mutual- 
ly lavifli  of  their  fervices  and  pro- 
mi  fes  of  friendlhip.  An  uuderftan- 
ding  of  the  moft  intimate  nature, 
was  therefore  foon  eftablilhed  be 
tween  them.

Part  of  the  fcheme  is  alfo  menti- 
oned in  another  letter,  written  b\ 
Mr.  Brown  about  the  fame  time,  to 
judge  Muter,  the  prefent  Prefident 
of  the  Kentucky  court  of  appeals. 
This  letter  being  obtained  in  fome 
way  from  judge  Muter,  was  publifli- 
ed  about  1789,  in  the  Kentucky  Ga- 
zette ; but  only  one  copy  of  that 
paper,  we  believe,  is  at  this  day  in 
exiftence.  It  is  in  the  poffefiioe  of 
Col.  Bullitt,  of  Jefferfan  county. 
So  careful  were  the  members  of  the 
Kentucky  Allocution  to  have  every 
document  which  gave  light  to  their 
tranladlions,  deftroyed. 

In  oorroboration  of  this 
ment,  we  beg  leave  to  give  the1 
dance  of  a converfation  which  pall- 
ed between  Governor  Greenup  and 
one  of  the  Editors,  who  waited  up- 
on the  Governor,  in  company  with 
another  Gentleman,  for  the  purpofe 
of  obtaining  information  refpedling 
the  plan.  Governor  Greenup  men 
ioned,  that  Mr.  Brown,  fo 
ter  his  return  from  Philadeljl 
related  to  him  in  a private  conv' 
fation,  the  propofals  which  had  been 
made  to  him  by  Gardoque,  which 
were  nearly  the  fame  with  thofe  we 
have  Hated  ; that  Mr.  Brown  ap- 
peared,  in  a guarded  manner,  to  ap 
prove  of  them  ; but  upon  Governor 
Greenup  exprefling  his  abhorrence 
at  the  fcheme,  Air.  Brown  never 
afterwards  made  any  farther  com- 
munication to  him  on  that  bufinefs. 
The  Governor  alfo  obferved,  that 
he  had  feen  Mr.  Brown’s  letters  to 
Air.  M’Dowell  and  judge  Muter, 
which  to  the  heft  of  his  recollecti- 
on, correTponded  with  the  private 
converfation  he  had  with  Air. 
Brown. 

In  regard  to  General  Wilkinfon, 
Governor  Greenup  faid,  he  well  re- 
membered  that  Wilkinfon  read  in 
the  Kentucky  Convention  at  Dan- 
ville, in  1738,  the  report,  or  memo- 
rial, which  he  gave  to  the  Spaniih 
Governor  at  New-O* leans, i,on  the 
fubjedt  of  the  refources,  geography, 
and  population  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky. as  likewife  a letter  fiom  the 
Spanifli  Governor  to  Wilkinfon,  in- 
forming him  his  memorial  had  been 
tranfmitted  to  Madrid.  That  this 
memorial  confided  of  about  eighty 
pages  of  manufeript-  and  that  Wil 
kinfon  in  the  fanT  Convention, 
made  a motion  that  tney  (liould  pro- 
ceed to  the  formation  of  a feparate 
conflitution,  independent  of  the 
approbation  of  the  State  of  Virgin- 
ia ; wh  ch  motion  was  feconded  by 
judge  Wallace,  now  of  the  court  of 
appeals,  and  warmly  fupported  by 
all  thofe  members  who  were  th 
fuppoled  to  ba  engaged  in  the  n 
Ciation  with  Gardoque.  Gove^ 
Greenup  alfo  remarked,  that  he  un- 
derftood  the  negotiation  with  Gar 
doque  had  fo  far  advanced,  that  e

The  Lou- 
don papers  llate,  that  the  curiofitv 
exbited  by  the  trial  of  Lord  Mel- 
ville, was  not  exceeded  by  that 
which  prevailed  on  the  firft  day  o 
the  trial  of  Mr.  Mailings.  At  8 
o’clock,  many  of  thole  who  had  ob- 
tained tickets  for  this  fplendid  fpec- 
tacle  appeared  at  the  entrance  into 
Weftminller  Hal].  By  9 the  line  o! 
carriages  extended  from  Palace  vard 
to  the  Admiralty.  Near  12  o’clock 
Mr.  Whitebreud  and  the  other  man- 
jgers  appeared,  followed  by  Mr. 
Fox,  and  the  lloufe  of  commons, 
t he  managers  were  all  in  court 
dreffes.

At  this  time  I.ord  Melville 
entered  the  Court,  from  the  bottom 
of  the  Hall,  and  proceeding  round 
the  counfel’s  box,  took  his  feat  in- 
tide the  bar.  All  the  peers  were 
habited  in  the  full  robes  of  theit 
rtfpedlive  ranks.  As,foon  as  they 
were  feated,  filence  was  proclaimed 
by  the  crier,  under  pain  of  imprif- 
onment.  Proclamation  was  next 
made,  that  Henry  Lord  Vifcount 
Melville,  was  about  to  take  his  tri- 
al for  high  crimes  and  mifdetnean- 
ors,  and  calling  upon  all  thofe  who 
had  any  thing  to  alledge  againft  him 
to  come  forward.  The  articles  of 
impeachment  were  then  read,  with 
Lord  Melville’s  anfwef  ; alfo  the 
10th,  or  additional  charge,  and 
Lord  Melville’s  anfwer  and  protell 
againfl  it.

At  a meeting  of  tbe  Trustees  of  tbe 
town  of  Lexington,  June  25,1806, 
tbe  following  Ordinances  were  . 
adopted: 

Be  it  ordained , That  the  fever -Jr 
al  proprietors  of  dwelling  houfe3 
within  the  limits  of  the  town,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  required  tofur- 
nifli  fire-buckets,  as  follows  : For 
each  houfe  that  was  valued  at  the 
laft  affeflment,  to  3000  dollars,  or 
upwards,  four  buckets ; for  all  va- 
lued between  3000  and  2000  dol- 
lars, three  buckets  ; all  between 
2000  and  1000  dollars,  two  buckets, 
and  all  under  1000  dollars,  one  buc- 
ket for  each  houfe  ; to  be  procured 
on  or  before  the  lft  day  of  Septem- 
ber next,  under  the  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  failure. 

Pc  it  further  ordained,  That  it 
(hall  be  tbe  duty  of  every  citizen, 
in  cafe  of  an  alarm  of  fire,  to  repair 
with  all  poffible  lpeed,  to  the  place 
in  danger,  unlefs  prevented  by  indif- 
pofition,  or  fome  unavoidable  cir- 
cumftance  ; and  any  perfon  failing 
to  attend,  when  fummoned  to  a 
fire,  or  after  they  do  attend,  refu- 
fing  to  obey  tbe  orders  of  tbe  officers 
of  the  fire  companies,  (hall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  fum  of  three  dollars, 
for  every  fuch  offence. 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  or- 
dinances be  publifiied  in  the  Kentuc- 
ky Gazette  for  three  weeks,  and 
that  a copy  thereof  be  delivered  to 
each  houle-keeper  within  the  limits 
of  the  town.
